SCHOOL REPORT 


For THE YEAR ENDING AUGUST I, 1902. 
To the citizens of Auburn we respectfully present the fol- 
lowing report: 

Number of children between five and sixteen years enume- 
rated, 103. Girls, 56. Boys, 47. 

Number of pupils registered, 113. Girls, 59. Boys, 54. 

Number attending schoo] under five years of age, 6. Girls, 
4. Boys, 2. 

Number attending school over sixteen years of age, 4. Girls, 
ay Boys." 

Seven schools have been maintained in town the past year. 

Three terms were taught in Nos. 1, 2, 3, 6 and 7; twoterms 
in Nos. 5 and 8. Transportation was provided for the pupils 
belonging to No. 5 to attend No. 1 school, and the same ar- 
rangement was made for pupils in No. 4 to attend school in 
No. 2. 

We have endeavored to do our best to secure teachers suited 
to the needs and circumstances in each school and in nearly 
every instance nave been successful. 

Earnest, faithful and pains-taking, all was accomplished 
that reasonably could be expected. 

We do not wish to be understood that there has been an 
equal amount of work done in all schools, but all, both teach- 
ers and pupils, have done themselves credit in the thorough- 
ness of work performed. 

The attendance in some, of our schools the past year has 
been very good, one in particular where there was but a single 
day’s absence during the term. Yet taking the schools as a 
whole there is a great chance for improvement in regularity of 
attendance. There are times when it is necessary on account 
of sickness or other causes for a child to stay at home, but he 
should not be allowed to do so simply because he wants to. 
To allow children to remain at home two or three days every 
week is inexcusable. 

Parents, if you want your children to get the greatest amount 
of good possible from their school days do not allow them to 
remain at home unless it is absolutely necessary. 

We have been pleased to meet so many of the parents at 
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24 
most of our schools on examination day, which shows an in- 
terest on their part. 

The number of visits by parents, citizens and others accord- 
ing to the registers is 401. 

We hope the coming year that parents and all friends of ed- 
ucation will visit the schools frequently, as a personal knowl- 
edge of the work being done is far better than any written 
report.
